TWO CHICKEN THIEVES. 


Father and Son Committed to Jail— 
A Trio of Boys Who Stole 
and Gambled. 


J. L, Davis was fined $5 in the 
police court this morning for dis­ 
turbing the peace last 
night in 
N orthw est Sedalia,where he resides 
w ith his family. 
The “ disturbance” consisted of 
a threat to commit suicide, and his 
wife and grown daughter were not 
a little alarmed. 
They sent for the 
police, and Davis was locked up, 
sending a trial in the police court 
this morning, when he was fined 
as stated. 
The police say that Davis is 
crazy, and in proof of their claim 
they say his reason for desiring to 
leave this world of trouble was 
caused by the Salvation A rm y re­ 
fusing to recognize his claims to 
the captaincy of the local branch, 
w ith which he united less than a 
m onth ago. 
Last night he provided himself 
w ith w hat he alleged to be arsenic, 
w ith which he proposed to do the 
shuffling act. 
He then sat down 
and 
penned the following “ pa­ 
thetic” lines: 
L 


“Going to hell for not doing right, 
Going 10 hell with judgm ent light.” 


A bout this time 
the 
police 
swooped down upon Davis ^nd in ­ 
stead he went to the calaboose, 
\vhich John Henry Summers de­ 
clares is only a few doors removed 
from hell. 


W . H . Simmons, who lives with 
his family on East Pettis street and 
saws wood for a living, and his 
son, Lewis, a boy in his teens,were 
arrested yesterday afternoon 
by 
N ig h t Chief Jackson, charged with ; 
having committed numerous chick­ 
en thefts in various portions of the 
city the past few weeks. 
The old man “ stood p at” and 
m aintained his innocence, but the 
boy weakened and confessed that 
he had been implicated with his 
i 
father in more thefts than he could 
^ \ist then call to mind. 
This morning father and son 
were arraigned before Judge Bur- 
ress, ex-officio justice of the peace, 
the former being sent to jail for 
one hundred days and the boy for 
fifty days. 
The light sentence of 
the son was ow ing to the fact that 
he wa^ compelled by his father to 
engage in 
the stealing, greatly 
against his will. 
Fred Wolford, John Laxon and 
E d Smith, boys in their teens, yes­ 
terday nipped a pair of shoes from 
in front of an Ohio street business 
house and then went back of a 
Main street saloon and gambled for 
property.

out. 
Then, having things in their 
own hands, the agents conceivec 
the idea of making the miners pay 
the same price they would have to 
pay outsiders and 
pocketed the 
little percentage which must go to 
any middleman. Then tliey took to 
selling inferior goods for exorbitant 
prices, and, of course, that resulted 
in discontent, and the miners had 
to be forbidden to buy of other 
merchants.

W ith the beginning of the new 
year the “ Irish M a il” will wave its 
green flag in a last farewell, and 
the old “ d u m m y ,” as it w as more 
often called in recent years, will 
run no more after a quarter of a 
century of active existence, says a 
dispatch from O m aha.

tar fare and breakfast.

On account of the smallness of 
the amounts missed, it was some 
time before the peculiar features of 
the situation dawned upon the pas­ 
sengers. 
Each one supposed that 
the money had slipped out of his 
pocket and rolled down behind the 
cushions, and it was only when 
nearly every passenger in the car 
began to search for loose change 
aroun l his bunk that it dawned 
upon some of them that a skillful 
robbery might have taken place.

been for some one to reach into the 
berth, take the trousers out and ab­ 
stract the money.

Education of a Thoroughbred for 
the 
Track Begins Carly. 


T h e education of the thoroughbred 
horse begins while he is still a year- 
liiig, for as he will in all probability 


be trained to run in races for two 
year olds the sooner he is broken in 


to the saddle and bridle the better. 
Moreover, if taken in hand when a 


colt he is more tractable, and the ele­ 
ments of his education are fraught 
with less pain to himself and 
less 
trouble to his breaker than if 
the 
business 
was 
postponed. 
H aving 
learned to carry a m an— or, rather 
a boy— on his hack, and to obey the 


rein, his training ns a race horse be­ 
gins. 
Somebody iias summarized the 
preparation for racing as 
"gallop, 
gallop, gallop;” hut in the case of the 
y o u n g horse that summary is rather 
misleading. 
In olden times the prac­ 
tice of sweating was general; 
the 
colt, in addition to his regular work, 
was twice a week sirothcred in rugs 
and hoods, and, thus mullled, sent on 
a four or even six-mile gallop. 
B u t 
this heroic method of "g e ttin g the 
beef otT” has been given up fcxr 21 
years or more, and is resorted to now ­ 
adays only to reduce a gross horse 
whose legs will not stand much gal­ 


loping. T h e amount of exercise given 
each horse depends ujion, m any fac­ 
tors; one th at feeds well and does Ids 
Corn justice wants more work than 
a delicate feeder. 
One of the great 
secrets of the trainer’s art is to learn 
exactly liow^ much work eacli horse 
can do with the greatest advantage; 
how m uch each rer|idres to got i)if 
his fat and aevelop ids muscles. 
T h e 
serious business of traiidng begins 
in the spring when the ground is soft 
and horses can he galloped without 
risk of inju ry to their feel and legs. 


A t five o'clock in tlie m orning the 
trainer’s string of a dozen or more, 
each horse sheeted and hooded and 
ridden hy his lad, leaves the stable 
and >taris for an hour's wad king ux- 
ereise;
